OBITUARY 


J.    S.    M.    DAVIDSON 

Was  born  in  Quincey,  Florida,  on  September  27th,  1830.     Died  in  Charlotte, 
N.  C,  on  January  16th,  1889. 

The  deceased  was  a  well  and  favorably  known  druggist  in  Quincey,  Florida, 
where  he  was  engaged  in  business  before  the  Civil  War.  In  this  war  he  was 
an  active  participant,  attaining  the  rank  of  Major.  After  the  war  he  moved 
to  Charlotte,  X.  C,  where  he  had  married,  and  engaged  in  the  drug  business. 
He  was  one  of  the  original  members  of  this  Association. 


CODE  OF  ETHICS. 


ADOPTED    1SS2. 


The  members  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association,  consider- 
ing it  necessary  that  some  mutual  understanding  should  exist  in  regard  to  the 
moral  principles  guiding  them  in  their  profession,  hereby  agree  upon  the  fol- 
lowing Code  of  Ethics: 

1.  We  accent  the  U.  S.  Pharmacopoeia  as  our  standard  and  guide  for  all 
officinal  preparations,  and  recognize  a  variance  from  its  rules  only  in  excep- 
tional cases  where  sufficient  authority  has  proved  some  other  process  more 
reliable  to  attain  the  same  end.  (This  section  is  not  intended  to  interfere  with 
the  dispensing  of  preparations  or  medicines  ordered  in  accordance  with  foreign 
pharmacopoeias). 

2.  We  discountenance  all  secret  formula?  between  physician  and  pharmacist, 
and  consider  it  our  duty  to  communicate  such  to  each  other  when  requested. 

3.  We  distinctly  repudiate  the  practice  of  allowing  physicians  a  percentage 
in  any  form,  on  their  prescriptions  or  patronage,  as  being  derogatory  to  both 
professions. 

4.  We  will  endeavor,  as  far  as  possible,  to  refrain  from  compromising  the 
professional  reputation  of  any  physician,  and  expect,  in  return,  the  same  cour- 
tesy from  him. 

5.  As  the  apothecary  should  be  able  to  distinguish  between  good  and  bad 
drugs,  in  most  cases,  and  as  the  substitution  of  a  weak  or  inert  drug  for  an 
active  one  may,  negatively,  be  productive  of  serious  consequences,  we  hold 
that  the  sale  of  impure  drugs  or  medicines,  from  motives  of  competition  or 
desire  of  gain,  when  pure  articles  of  the  same  kind  may  be  obtained,  is  highly 
culpable,  and  that  it  is  the  duty  of  every  honest  apothecary  or  druggist  to  ex- 
pose all  such  fraudulent  acts  as  may  come  to  his  knowledge. 

6.  The  apothecary  should  be  remunerated  by  the  public  for  his  knowledge 
and  skill,  and  his  charges  should  be  regulated  by  the  time  consumed  in  prepa- 
ration as  well  as  by  the  value  of  the  article  sold.  Although  local  and  other 
circumstances  necessarily  affect  the  rate  of  charges  at  different  establishments, 
no  apothecary  should  intentionally  undersell  his  neighbors  witli  a  view  to 
their  injury. 

7.  Recognizing  the  value  of  alcohol  as  a  therapeutic  agent,  and  the  propriety 
of  its  being  dispensed  as  such  by  pharmacists,  yet  deploring  the  wide-spread  evil 
resulting  from  its  intemperate  use  in  its  hundred  insidious  forms,  we  condemn 
any  attempt  to  make  it  a  prominent  feature  of  our  business  as  unprofessional, 
and  we  denounce  the  loose  practice  of  allowing  it  to  be  used  on  the  premises 
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in  any  shape  as  a  beverage  as  degrading,  anil  we  urge  upon  pharmacists  the 
duty  of  exercising  at  all  times  a  conscientious  care  in  dispensing  a  drug  liable 
to  such  dangerous  abuse. 

8.  Members  of  tins  Association,  when  asked  to  do  so,  sliall  ^ive  each  other, 
confidentially,  any  information  in  their  possession  affecting  the  character, 
habits,  integrity  or  irregularities  of  any  assistant  or  apprentice  who  may  have 
applied  for  employment,  or  to  whom  they  may  have  given  letters  of  introduc- 
tion or  recommendation.  Any  member  who  shall  divulge  such  confidential 
communication  to  the  detriment  or  annoyance  of  the  member  giving  it  shall, 
upon  proof  thereof,  be  no  longer  entitled  to  the  courtesies  due  a  member,  and 
his  name  be  stricken  from  the  roll. 

9.  Believing  that  some  means  should  be  adopted  to  enforce  the  provisions 
of  this  Code,  violations  of  the  same  may  be  reported  at  any  annual  meeting 
of  this  Association,  when  the  accused  may  be  heard  in  his  own  defense,  when, 
if  found  guilty,  lie  may  be  censured,  suspended  or  expelled  by  a  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present.

TENTH    ANNUAL    MEETING 


FIR8T   SESSION. 


Durham,  N.  C,  May  21,  1889. 

The  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association  assembled  in 
the  court-room  of  the  new  county  court-house;  and  at  11 
o'clock  a.  M.  was  called  to  order  by  President  T.  D.  Craw- 
ford. All  the  officers  were  present  save  Vice-President  H.  C. 
Shannon,  of  Goldsboro,  who  was  unavoidably  absent. 

Rev.  W.  T.  Herndon,  of  Durham,  who  was  present  by  invi- 
tation, arose  and  invoked  a  Divine  inspiration  upon  the  assem- 
blage and  its  deliberations. 

Local  Secretary  P.  W.  Vaughan  introduced  Mr.  J.  S.  Man- 
ning, of  Durham,  who,  on  behalf  of  its  citizens,  essentially 
said  : 

In  behalf  of  the  city  government  and  the  people  generally  he  bade  the 
druggists  a  most  hearty  welcome.  The  doors  of  the  town  are  open  to  yon. 
It  is  idle  to  remind  yon  of  the  great  responsibility  of  your  profession.  The 
physician  would  be  handicapped  and  his  work  but  half  done,  but  poorly  done, 
but  for  his  ally,  the  druggist.  Yours  is  a  profession  the  least  understood  of  all 
others.  Only  of  late  years  the  importance  of  throwing  around  it  the  protec- 
tion of  the  law  has  been  regarded.  Druggists  ought  to  be  happy,  especially 
in  married  life,  as  no  one  studies  more  the  science  of  compatibles  and  incom- 
patibles.  The  people  of  Durham  and  the  town  of  Durham  welcome  you  to  its 
midst. 

Mr.  J.  S.  Manning,  in  turn,  introduced  his  townsman,  Mr. 
J.  H.  Southgate,  who,  on  behalf  of  the  resident  druggists,  sub- 
stantially spoke  as  follows  : 
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Li  behalf  of  t he  members  of  t lie  local  profession  it  gave  him  pleasure  that 
he  had  the  honor  to  welcome  the  Association  to  the  seat  of  their  labors.  It 
was  a  wonderful  alchemy  that  has  so  suddenly  transformed  the  pill-rollers  of 
North  Carolina  into  such  a  handsome  body,  it  is  evident  to  any  observer  that 
vmi  are  not  fond  of  taking  the  stuff  you  so  readily  deal  out  to  others.  Isn't  it 
remarkable  that  a  man  may  sell  others  what  he  avoids  himself  and  at  the 
same  time  make  a  profit  of  at  least  ten  per  cent.?  We  have  no  kid  glove 
hospitality  to  offer  you.  It  is  of  the  old  North  Carolina  type,  which  says: 
"Come  in,  sit  down,  make  yourself  at  home;  if  you  don't  see  what  you  want 
ask  for  it."  He  spoke  of  the  industries  of  Durham,  her  rapid  growth,  etc., 
and  of  the  cleverness  of  the  Durham  druggists. 

To  the  addresses  of  welcome,  Vice-President  Dr.  J.  D. 
Croom,  of  Max  ton,  responded  as  follows  : 

Messrs.  J.  S.  Manning  am!  J.  II.  Southgale: 

Gentlemen: — Allow  me,  in  behalf  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical 
Association,  to  extend  to  you  and  the  good  people  that  you  represent  our  heart- 
felt thanks  for  the  very  cordial  greeting  you  have  given  us.  Rest  assured  that 
I  speak  the  sentiments  of  every  member  of  this  Association  when  I  say  that 
we  appreciate  in  a  high  degree  those  words  of  welcome  to  which  we  have  just 
listened.  And  permit  me  to  say  further,  that  we  feel  proud  that  we  have  the 
pleasure  of  meeting,  in  this,  our  tenth  annual  convention,  in  this  prosperous 
and  hospitable  town. 

While  we  are  here  as  strangers  to  you  (many  of  us)  we  cannot  feel  that  yon 
a  re  strangers  to  us;  while  your  faces  are  not  familiar  we  feel  that  we  know 
you,  because  we  have  heard  so  much  of  your  enterprising  town.  We  have 
long  since  heard  of  your  generous-hearted  citizens.  We  have  known  of  the 
untiring  energies  of  your  business  men.  We  know  of  your  mammoth  ware- 
houses and  your  numerous  tobacco  factories;  and  we,  as  North  Carolinian*, 
feel  proud  of  the  fact  that  we  have  a  Durham  within  the  borders  of  our  State — 
a  manufacturing  town  which,  in  many  respects,  is  second  to  none  in  this 
country,  and  one  whose  notoriety  has  found  its  way  into  every  nook  and  cor- 
ner throughout  this  land;  and,  after  hearing  those  hearty  words  of  welcome, 
we  cannot  but  think  that  you  are  friends  to  us  and  to  our  cause.  Feejing 
thus,  permit  us  to  congratulate  and  rejoice  with  you   in  your  great  prosperity. 

We  hope  to  merit  your  kind  expressions,  to  s e  extent  at  least,  by   proving 

to  your  citizens,  and  to  the  citizens  of  North  Carolina,  that  it  is  for  their  good 
as  well  as  our  own  that  we  are  striving  to  elevate  the  standard  of  the  profes- 
sion to  which  we  belong.  We  want  the  deadly  poisons  that  are  contained  in 
our  materia  medicas  handled  and  dealt  out  by  skillful  and  competent  per- 
sons; we  want  the  citizens  of  North  Carolina  not  only  to  feel  safe,  hut  to  be 
absolutely  sate,  in  sending  their  prescriptions  to  the  drug  stores  to  have  them 
compounded.     I  am  glad   to  be  able  to  say  that  we   have  made  some  progress 
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in  our  undertaking  during  tlie  nine  years  of  our  existence.  We  have  sur- 
mounted difficulties  which  seemed  at  first  almost  impossible.  We  have  other 
difficulties  which  we  want  to  overcome,  and  which  will  require  not  only  the 
combined  efforts  of  every  druggist  in  the  State,  but  the  support  of  the  people, 
and  I  have  not  a  doubt  in  my  mind  that  we  will  get  that  support  after  we  have 
shown  conclusively  the  true  object  of  our  intentions. 

We  thank  yon  again  for  those  cordial  words  of  welcome,  and  hope  that  our 
stay  among  you  may  be  pleasant  as  well  as  profitable,  and  when  we  leave  your 
city  that  our  acquaintance  may  not  cease,  but  continue  to  grow  into  a  friend- 
ship that  may  be  for  our  mutual  advantage  throughout  life. 

The  President  extended  an  invitation  to  the  meetings,  with 
the  courtesies  of  the  floor,  to  the  Durham  physicians  and   press. 

The  Secretary  called  the  roll,  which  showed  the  presence  of 
more  than  a  quorum,  whereupon  the  President  announced  that 
the  Association  was  duly  organized  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness. 

The  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  last  annual  meeting  was, 
on  motion,  dispensed  with,  as  they  appeared  in  the  pub- 
lished proceedings. 

At  12  30  o'clock  p.  m.  the  Association  adjourned  to  meet 
again  at  3  p.  m. 

SECOND   session. 

The  Association  came  to  order  at  3.20  o'clock  p.  m.,  the  Presi- 
dent in  the  chair. 

.  The  Executive  Committee  reported  the  following  applicants 
for  membership:  P.  A.  Mitchell,  of  Graham  ;  P.  H.  Dalton, 
Jr.,  of  Durham;  Win.  M.  Year  by,  of  Durham;  Robert  L. 
Dixon,"  of  Milton;  A.  G.  Bogue,  of  Fremont,  and  J.  B.  Har- 
grave,  of  Newton. 

The  Secretary  was  unanimously  directed  to  cast  the  vote  of 
the  Association  for  the  applicants;  which  having  been  done,  they 
were  declared  duly  elected. 

The  reports  of  officers  being  the  next  order  of  business,  the 
President  read  his  address  as  follows: 

Fellow-members  of  the  North   Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association: 

In  my  effort  to  lay  before  you  such  views  as  have  impressed  me  for  the 
good  of  the  Association,  I  may  depart  from  a  review  of  the  general  work  of 
our  body  during  the  past  year. 
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My  ideas  of  the  reforms  needed,  and  of  the  progress  desired,  will  doubtless 
fail  to  meet  with  the  approval  of  some  our  members.  I  desire  to  give  utter- 
ance to  such  words  as  will  point  us  more  clearly  to  the  path  of  duty,  to  give 
expression  to  sentiments  that  will  lead  us  to  a  higher  plane  of  usefulness,  and 
that  will  help  forward  the  cause  of  humanity. 

At  this  annual  meeting  we  are  reminded  that  our  Association  has  passed  a 
decade  in  its  existence.  Since  our  organization  many  of  our  number  have 
"passed  across  the  river"  and  are  "  resting  under  the  shade  of  the  trees." 
During  these  ten  years  we  have  perfected  a  pharmacy  act  which  has  been 
recorded  on  our  statute  books  and  has  become  a  law.  We  are  recognized 
throughout  the  land  as  a  profession.  Many  of  the  ablest  scientists  and 
chemists  are  in  our  ranks.  Physicians  rely  on  us  as  they  can  on  no  others. 
In  fact,  we  are  as  necessary  to  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  community 
as  are  the  men  who  make  the  bread  which  feeds  the  world.  As  the  one  is 
required  to  produce  food  for  the  sustenance  of  life,  so  the  other  is  indispensa- 
ble in  preparing  and  manipulating  from  the  vast  list  of  crude  materials  reme- 
dies which  shall  give  health  to  the  sick  and  relief  to  the  suffering. 

We  meet  to-day  in  a  city  whose  history  and  progress,  when  written  out, 
reads  like  a  romance.  Durham  has  grown  from  a  village  of  three  hundred, 
only  a  few  years  ago,  to  a  city  of  nearly  ten  thousand  souls.  There  has  been 
no  unhealthy,  fictitious  advance  in  values,  nor  has  there  been  a  mad  rush  of 
lawless  men  to  fill  out  her  borders,  but  there  has  been  a  constant  coming  in  of 
earnest,  active  men — men  of  character,  who  have  used  their  means,  their 
brains  and  their  muscles  to  develop  their  town.  Thus  in  a  few  years,  from  a 
straggling  village,  has  sprung  a  city  which  in  the  manufacture  of  the  golden 
weed  excels,  both -as  to  quantity  and  quality,  the  largest  cities  in  the  world. 
Her  great  staple  reaches  the  remotest  parts  of  the  earth.  When  we  speak  of 
the  greatness  of  her  operations  and  the  enterprise  of  her  people  we  must 
mention  also  their  charming  hospitality,  which  has  long  been  the  distinguish- 
ing characteristic  of  Southern  homes.  We  feel  that  we  are  in  the  midst  of  a 
people  who  are  as  genial  and  clever,  as  refined  and  progressive,  and  as  full  of 
"the  milk  of  human  kindness"  as  can  be  found  on  the  surface  of  the  globe. 

Our  Board  of  Pharmacy  has  held  its  regular  meetings,  a  report  from  which 
will  show  that  the  classes  for  examination  have  come  so  well  prepared  that 
scarcely  a  single  man  has  failed  to  obtain  a  certificate.  This  has  been  done, 
too,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  a  higher  standard  has  been  required  by  the 
Board. 

It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  our  young  men  appreciate  the  importance  of 
the  work  before  them.  This  is  proof  to  my  mind  that  we  have  growing  up 
around  us  and  with  us  men  as  well  qualified  to  stand  at  the  prescription 
counter  as  can  be  found  anywhere  in  this  country.  In  traveling  around,  as  1 
have,  over  many  States  in  the  Union,  I  have  found  many  young  men  from  our 
State,  and  I  have  yet  to  find  a  single  one  who  does  not  stand  high  in   his  pro- 
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I  would  like  to  impress  on  the  mind  of  every  young  man  who  proposes  to 
become  an  apothecary  the  necessity  of  earnest  and  faithful  application  during 
his  apprenticeship  to  the  study  of  pharmacy.  Here  he  gets  a  practical 
knowledge  of  the  work  that  cannot  elsewhere  be  obtained.  After  he  has  done 
this,  then  he  should,  if  practicable,  take  a  course  at  some  first-class  Pharma- 
ceutical College  until  his  degree  is  obtained.  The  need  for  ekillod  men  in 
our  profession  is  growing  more  patent  every  day.  To  keep  pace  with  the 
world  we  must  have  men  who  are  first-class  chemists  as  well  as  competent 
pharmacists. 

Our  Code  of  Ethics  is  an  admirable  collection  of  rules,  which,  as  far  a6  it 
goes,  cannot  be  improved.  This  amendment  I  respectfully  recommend  for 
your  consideration — that  the  indiscriminate  sale  of  morphine,  cocaine, 
chloral  and  other  narcotics  be  discountenanced.  The  sale  of  these  prepara- 
tions is  hurtful  and  dangerous  except  as  prescribed  by  a  physician.  In  no 
instance  should  a  prescription  containing  such  drugs,  or  alkaloids,  be  refilled, 
unless  especially  so  directed,  in  writing  or  in  person,  by  the  doctor.  To  persist 
in  selling  these  hurtful  drugs  makes  us  no  better  than  the  man  who  deals  out 
the  fiery  liquid  over  the  bar  counter. 

His  traffic  digs  drunkards'  graves,  makes  widows  and  orphans,  peoples  the 
land  with  paupers,  fills  our  jails  with  criminals  and  the  world  with  broken- 
hearted wives  and  mothers.  We  who  claim  to  be  Christian  men,  many  of  us, 
and  all  claiming  to  be  gentlemen,  are  leading  the  poor  slaves  to  the  opium 
habit  on  to  a  death  that  is  as  sure,  and  as  terrible,  as  that  which  awaits  the 
most  confirmed  drunkard.  Not  one  of  us  would  so  degrade  the  profession  as 
to  shield  himself  behind  his  prescription  case  to  deal  out  whisky,  but  I  fear 
that  many  of  us  are  guilty  of  selling  morphine  to  poor  unfortunates  who  are 
being  destroyed,  soul  and  body,  by  its  use. 

If  we  do  this  knowingly  we  are  no  better  than  the  man  who  passes  whisky 
over  the  bar.  I  cannot  see  the  moral  difference  between  the  two  classes  of 
men.  We  probably  have  never  been  applied  to  by  a  wife,  a  mother,  or  a 
daughter,  not  to  sell  their  loved  ones  intoxicating  liquor,  but  have  we  not 
been  asked  by  husbands  and  fathers  not  to  sell  these  dreadful  poisons  to  their 
wives  and  their  children?  For  myself,  I  answer,  yes.  My  conscience  told 
me  then,  as  it  tells  me  now,  that  I  was  committing  a  great  wrong.  It  was  not 
so  much  the  want  of  their  money  that  made  me  guilty  of  this  thing  as  it 
was  a  lack  of  moral  courage  to  refuse  them,  and  thus  incur  their  displeasure. 
And  then  the  miserable  excuse  would  come  up,  "If  /did  not  supply  them 
somebody  else  would." 

We  are  not  responsible  for  the  forming  of  the  habit  that  is  dragging  so  many 
of  the  best  people  of  our  land  down  to  destruction,  but  we  are  responsible  for 
dealing  out  to  them  the  means  of  indulging  that  habit.  Let  us  not  turn  our 
places  of  business,  in  which  should  be  found  the  panaceas  for  the  ills  of  life, 
into  gilded  dens  where  danger  lurks,  and  from  which  poisonous  streams  flow 
out  to  corrupt  and  demoralize  the  community. 
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We  are  prostituting  an  honorable  calling,  and  are  bringing  down  on  our 
beads  condemnation  which  is  not  undeserved.  For  the  sake  of  humanity  let 
us  take  a  firm  stand  against  this  evil  and  discountenance  it  henceforth  and 
forever. 

As  to  the  relations  existing  between  the  physician  and  ourselves  no  word 
from  me  is  necessary.  I  think  we  fully  understand  each  other.  He  is  our 
friend  and  co-laborer.  We  honor  and  appreciate  him.  We  can't  get  along 
without  him,  and  I  am  quite  sure  that  he  would  not  willingly  dispense  with  our 
services.  My  association  with  the  doctors  has  been  s<>  pleasant  that  I  can 
offer  no  suggestion  looking  to  a  change. 

We  welcome  to  our  ranks  physicians  who  have  qualified  themselves  as 
pharmacists.  May  we  not  then  widen  our  sphere  of  usefulness  by  obtaining 
a  knowledge  of  the  principles  of  medicine,  as  well  as  becoming  proficients  in 
pharmacy?  I  think  it  desirable  tiiat  the  physician  and  druggist  follow  their 
callings  separately  and  harmoniously.  In  the  words  of  Mr.  Lloyd,  President 
of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association,  "  I  believe  that  each,  the  doctor 
and  the  apothecary,  has  enough  in  his  own  field,  but  the  apothecary  has  noth- 
ing to  lose  and  much  to  gain  by  earning  the  degree  of  M.  D." 

"Do  not  let  us  cover  our  eyes:  the  business  of  the  apothecary  is  being  more 
and  more  abridged."  Modern  competition  has  largely  taken  from  our  trade  the 
handling  of  druggists'  sundries,  of  which  we  had  aim  est  exclusive  control,  and 
which  composed  a  large  part  of  our  stock  in  trade.  The  druggist  has  given 
up  the  handling  of  heavy  oils  and  paints  to  the  hardware  dealer.  Fancy 
wares  and  bric-a-brac  have  gone  to  the  dealer  in  china,  while  the  notion  man 
shares  largely  with  us  the  selling  of  perfumery,  toilet  soaps,  brushes,  plush 
goods  and  many  of  the  novelties  which  were  once  found  only  on  our  shelves 
and  in  our  show-cases. 

Even  the  manufacturing  pharmacists  arc  endeavoring  to  place  directly  in 
the  hands  of  the  physician  their  elegant  ready-made  preparations,  all  dosed 
and  labeled,  to  draw  the  doctor  from  the  apothecary.  They  are  given  prices 
as  low  as  we  can  buy  them,  or  are  so  nearly  so  that  if  we  sell  them  at  all  it 
must  be  on  a  snrall  commission  only.  These  are  facts  that  stare  us  in  the 
face,  and  we  must  meet  them. 

There  was  a  time  when  our  business  paid,  but  it  has  been  cut  up,  and 
lopped  off',  until  there  is  a  bare  living  in  it.  I  am  not  an  advocate  of  what  is 
known  as  counter  prescribing,  but  I  do  think  that  every  druggist  ought  to  lie 
competent  to  prescribe  intelligently  to  any  customer  or  patient  who  may 
apply  to  him  for  relief. 

Cases  of  emergency  requiring  prompt  action  often  present  themselves  to  the 
apothecary.  If  he  is  merely  a  manipulator  of  drugs  he  is  unfitted  to  relieve 
the  sufferer,  even  though  an  artery  be  severed,  a  limb  broken  or  dislocated, 
or  some  other  equally  painful  accident  has  been  sustained.  To  meet  these 
requirements  we  must  prepare  ourselves.  We  should  know  the  anatomy  of 
the  human  body  as  well  as  we  know  the  constituents  of  the  simplest  medicines 
on  our  shelves.     We  should  know  the  practice  of  medicine  in  all  its  branches  ; 
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in  other  words,  we  should  be  as  skillful  physicians  as  we  are  competent 
pharmacists. 

We  do  not  desire  these  accomplishments  that  the  physician  may  lose  a  part 
of  his  practice,  hut  because  humanity  demands  it  of  us,  and  this  age  of  prog- 
ress requires  it. 

Much  has  been  said  about  the  handling  of  proprietary  medicines  with 
secret  formulas.  Patents,  as  they  are  called,  fill  a  large  space  on  our  shelves. 
They  are  with  us  apparently  to  stay,  and  as  long  as  the  laws  of  the  land 
permit  the  putting  u\>  of  these  preparations  we  can  do  nothing  to  lessen  the 
consumption  of  them.  I  would  be  glad  to  see  a  law  requiring  a  printed 
formula  on  every  buttle,  or  package,  that  is  placed  before  the  public  as  a  medi- 
cine. No  one  would  be  injured  by  it,  while  many  serious  accidents  would  be 
avoided  by  this  precaution. 

I  have  found  the  National  Formulary  to  be  a  valuable  book,  and  it  is  a 
necessary  adjunct  to  the  druggist.  As  a  whole,  I  cannot  accord  to  it  my  entire 
approval.  A  further  revision  will  doubtless  make  it  the  perfect  hand-book 
that  it  should  be.  Then  it  will  be  entitled  to  stand  side  by  side  with  other 
standard  works  which  are  found  in  every  well  ordered  drug  store. 

Of  the  various  committees  appointed  at  our  annual  meetings,  one  of  the 
most  important  is  that  on  the  revision  and .  publication  of  the  Pharmacopoeia 
of  the  United  States  of  America.  In  making  a  selection  of  names  for  that 
committee  we  have  wisely  chosen  such  men  as  William  Simpson,  E.  V. 
Zoeller  and  P.  W.  Vanghan.  Their  work  will  be  an  important  one..  On  the 
first  Wednesday  in  May,  1890,  in  the  city  of  Washington,  these  gentlemen 
will  go  as  our  representatives  to  meet  in  consultation  committees  from  the  in- 
corporated bodies  of  Medical  Societies,  Medical  Colleges,  and  Pharmaceutical 
Associations  throughout  the  United  States.  There  will  also  be  in  that  body  of 
distinguished  men  the  Surgeon-General  of  the  Army,  Surgeon-General  of  the 
Navy  and  Surgeon- General  of  the  Marine  Hospital  Service.  The  several 
bodies,  as  well  as  the  Medical  Departments  of  the  Army,  Navy  and  Marine 
Hospital  Service,  are  expected  to  submit  the  Pharruacopteia  to  a  careful  re- 
vision, and  to  transmit  each  of  their  labors  to  the  Committee  on  Revision  at 
least  three  months  before  the  meeting  of  the  general  convention.  This  meet- 
ing will  be  the  Seventh  Decennial  Pharmacopoeial  Convention,  and  is  a  most 
important  one,  the  last  revision  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  being  in  1880. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association,  held  in 
the  city  of  Detroit,  F.  W.  Hancock,  Esq.,  an  honored  ex-President  of  our 
Association,  attended  as  a  delegate  from  our  body.  He  will  doubtless  tell  us 
something  of  the  workings  of  our  great  National  Convention. 

Our  next  annual  meeting  of  pharmacists  throughout  the  United  States  and 
Canada  will  be  in  the  city  of  San  Francisco,  on  the  24th  of  June  next,  and 
will  continue  through  nine  consecutive  sessions,  ending  June  28th.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  North  Carolina  will  be  well  represented.  We  should  not  fail  to 
have  at  least  one  delegate  present  on  that  occasion  from  our  State.  The 
people  of  the  Pacific  Slope  will  strive  to  make  the  occasion    one   of  great 
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attractiveness,  and  the  trip  will  be  one  of  unusual  interest  to  members  living 
east  of  the  "  Rockies." 

If  our  treasury  can  bear  the  strain,  I  recommend  that  the  expenses  of  our 
delegate  be  paid,  there  and  back,  out  of  the  funds  of  the  Association. 

The  scientific  papers  and  queries  read  at  our  last  meeting  were  both  inter- 
esting and  instructive.  They  were  written  in  clear  and  forcible  language, 
and  showed  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  various  subjects  under  discussion. 
These  papers  are  an  attractive  feature  in  our  deliberations,  and  should  be 
encouraged. 

Our  different  committees  will  report  on  the  work  assigned  them  at  our  last 
annual  meeting.  These  reports  are  important,  and  are  entitled  to  the  consid- 
eration of  every  member  of  the  Association. 

Our  efficient  Secretary  has  placed  in  our  hands  a  most  creditable  report  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  ninth  annual  session.  It  is  a  reproduction  of  our 
sessions,  expressed  clearly  and  intelligently.  Brother  Zoeller  has  made  many 
valuable  additions  to  the  report  which  make  it  a  useful  and  instructive 
paper  for  future  reference. 

The  last  report  of  our  Treasurer  showed  a  healthy  balance-sheet  in  our 
favor.  He  gives  us  a  faithful  and  business-like  statement  of  all  work  done 
by  him— every  dollar  received  and  paid  out  is  accounted  for.  The  reports  of 
these  officers  will  be  read  in  your  hearing. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  will  also  read  an  interesting 
account  of  the  work  of  that  committee  for  the  past  year. 

Reports  from  every  source  show  that  we  are  making  substantial  progress, 
and  that  we  are  fully  abreast  with  other  professions  in  the  acquirement  of 
knowledge. 

The  only  regret  which  I  can  recall  is  that  so  many  of  our  members  absent 
themselves  from  our  meetings.  Year  after  year  is  allowed  to  pass  without 
their  presence  in  our  midst.  They  seem  to  think  that  it  is  only  necessary  to 
become  a  member  and  to  secure  a  certificate  which  entitles  them  to  carry  on 
their  business.  They  do  not  realize  that  they  are  casting  burdens  on  others 
which  they  themselves  ought  to  help  bear.  They  forget  that  in  failing  to 
attend  they  will  necessarily  lose  interest  in  the  Association,  whose  existence 
is  as  essential  to  their  success  as  to  the  success  of  those  who  are  doing  the 
work  and  bearing  the  burdens.  A  day  or  two  off" once  a  year  is  both  pleasant 
and  beneficial.  We  meet  and  discuss  matters  pertaining  to  our  work,  anil 
thereby  gain  much  valuable  information.  We  are  made  brighter  by  these 
meetings — our  views  are  enlarged — we  are  drawn  nearer  to  each  other,  and 
we  return  to  our  homes  inspired  with  a  desire  to  become  more  worthy  of  the 
confidence  of  our  friends  than  ever  before. 

Providence  has  been  wonderfully  kind  and  merciful  to  us  during  the  past 
year;  death  has  taken  but  one  of  our  number — J.  S.  M.  Davidson,  of  Char- 
lotte. Last  year  we  were  called  upon  to  mourn  the  death  of  six  good  men; 
some  of  their  faces  were  familiar  to  us  all,  and  we  miss  them  to-dav. 
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I  regret  very  much  that  the  condition  of  my  health  has  made  it  necessary 
for  me  to  give  up  the  drug  business,  hut  my  connection  with  the  Association 
will  continue.  The  interest  which  I  have  in  the  cause  of  pharmacy  will  not 
be  lessened,  and  the  ties  of  friendship  which  bind  me  to  yon  will  he  severed 
only  by  death. 

That  our  meeting  here  will  be  both  pleasant  and  profitable,  I  have  no 
doubt. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  leave  to  thank  yon  for  the  honor  which  you  have  so 
kindly  conferred  on  me.  Every  officer  and  every  member  has  rendered  me 
all  the  assistance  that  I  could  ask  for.  My  only  regret  is  that  I  have  not  been 
able  to  serve  you  more  faithfully. 

At  iht'  close  of  the  address  the  President  vacated  the  chair 
and  it  was  assumed  by  Vice-President  Dr.  J.  D.  Croom. 

On  motion,  the  address  was  received  and  the  suggestions 
therein  referred  for  consideration  and  report  to  the  following 
committee:  H.  R,  Home,  of  Favetteville ;  D.  Herring,  of 
Wilson,  and  J.  D.  Nutt,  of  Wilmington. 

The  Secretary  presented  and  read  the  following  report: 

To  the   Members  of  the  North   Carolina   Pharmaceutical  Association: 

GENTLEMEN  : — For  the  fiscal  year  ending  with  the  beginning  of  this  meet- 
ing the  work  of  the  Secretary's  office  has  been  wholly  routine. 

The  editing  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Goldsboro  meeting  was  completed  as 
promptly  as  the  limited  time  which  the  Secretary  had  at  his  command,  from 
his  increased  personal  business,  would  admit.  The  manuscript  was  completed 
by  January  1st,  1889,  and,  with  the  consent  of  the  Executive  Committee,  was 
submitted  for  publication.  After  all  bids  were  received  and  considered  the 
job  was  let  on  the  20th  of  same  month,  with  the  proviso  that  the  work  should  be 
finished  in  two  weeks  from  that  date,  or  such  forfeit  be  incurred  as  the  Secre- 
tary might  deem  just.  The  printer  failed  in  his  undertaking  and  gracefully 
submitted  to  a  forfeit  of  about  fifteen  per  cent,  from  the  contract  price.  The 
proceedings  were  received  from  the  printer  on  April  6th,  1889,  and  promptly 
mailed  to  all  members,  Secretaries  id'  State  Pharmaceutical  Associations  and 
similar  bodies,  and  to  the  Pharmaceutical  press  and  the  more  prominent  State 
newspapers.  Twenty-five  copies  were  also  supplied  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
State  Board  of  Pharmacy  for  complimentary  distribution  to  other  Boards. 
Several  extra  copies  were  also  supplied  to  some  of  the  writers  of  papers,  with 
the  understanding  that  if  the  Association  demanded  pay  iherefor  the  charge 
would  be  complied  to.  In  regard  to  this  matter  the  Secretary  begs  to  suggest 
that  writers  of  papers  and  addresses  be  granted,  gratis,  five  extra  copies  of 
the  proceedings  containing  their  production,  and  if  more  are  desired  that 
they  be  supplied,  if  they  can  be  spared,  at  actual  cost  to  the  Association. 
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The  State  Librarian  lias  made  a  request  for  a  complete  set  of  our  proceed- 
ings, which  could  not  be  complied  with,  because  t he  issue  for  1S86 — the 
Fayetteville  meeting — is  out  of  print,  the  Association  owning  but  one  copy. 
The  recmest  made  in  last  year's  report  is  therefore  renewed,  that  if  any  mem- 
bers have  copies  for  the  year  named,  for  disposal,  they  would  confer  a  favor 
bv  donating  them.  A  few  copies  are  badly  needed  for  permanent  binding  for 
preservation  as  the  records  of  the  Association.

The  report  was  received  and  referred  to  the  following  Audit- 
ing Committee:  W.  H.  Wearn,  of  Charlotte;  E.  M.  Nadal,  of 
Wilson,  and  D.  L.  Adams,  of  Raleigh. 

The  special  Committee  on  Legislation  submitted  and  read  the 
following  report,  which  was  received  : 
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To  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association  : 

Gentlemen: — The  Committee  on  Legislation  appointed  at  your  last  annual 
meeting,  for  the  purpose  of  securing  such  amendments  to  the  Pharmacy   Law 

as  in  their  judgment  seemed   needful,  beg  leave  to  make  the  following    re- 
port : 

A  bill  embodying  the  amendments  suggested  by  the  Committee  on  Legis- 
lation, as  set  forth  in  their  report  published  in  the  proceedings  of  1888,  page 
42,  was  drawn,  and  committed  to  the  care  of  Dr.  King,  of  Wilson,  who 
introduced  it  in  the  Senate,  where  it  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Propo- 
sitions and  Grievances. 

Learning  that  this  committee  had  reported  unfavorably  upon  the  bill,  your 
committee  had  it  referred  to  the  Judiciary  Committee,  before  which  we 
appeared,  and  so  impressed  them  that  they  recommended  the  passage  of  the 
bill.  We  regret  to  say  that  our  efforts  were  of  no  avail,  for  when  the  measure 
was  brought  up  for  consideration  it  was  defeated,  owing  to  the  strong  opposi- 
tion and  determined  efforts  of  Dr.  Twitty,  which  were  brought  about  by  that 
clause  in  the  amendment  which  repealed  that  part  of  the  law  granting  physi- 
cians the  right  to  register  as  pharmacists  without  examination. 

It  is  evident  that  we  need  expeei.  nothing  in  the  way  of  this  much-needed 
reform  so  long  as  physicians  constitute  so  large  a  proportion  of  our  Legis- 
latures; they  will  never  voluntarily  surrender  the  privileges  they  now  enjoy, 
yet  we  should  not  relax  our  efforts  in  this  behalf,  ever  bearing  in  mind  the 
tdd  adage,  "If  at  first  you  don't  succeed,"  etc.

The  following  report  of  the  delegate  who  attended  the  Detroit 
meeting  of  the  Ameriean  Pharmaceutical  Association  was  pre- 
sented, read  and  received  : 

To  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association: 

Gentlemen: — Your  delegate  to  the  meeting  of  the  American  Pharmaceu- 
tical Association  held  at  Detroit,  September  3d,  4th  and  5th,  1888,  reports  that 
but  one  of  your  appointed  delegates  was  present. 

The  Association  was  largely  attended,  and  your  delegate  cordially  received. 

Manv  very  interesting  papers  were  read  and  discussed,  among  them  the 
following:  Artificial  Salicylic  Acid,  by  E.  E.  Lwell  and  A.  B.  Prescott ;  Caly- 
canthusSeed,  by  R.G  Eccles;  Peppermint  and  Oil,  by  A.  B.  Stevens;  Compara- 
tive Pepsin  Testing,  by  F.  A.  Thompson;  Sponges,  by  Rosa  Upson;  Distilla- 
tion of  Essential  Oils,  by  A.  M.  Todd. 
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The  Michigan  State  Pharmaceutical  Association  met  with  the  American 
Pharmaceutical  Association,  which  adiied  to  the  interest  of  the  meeting. 

The  following  officers  were  elected  for  the  ensuing  year:  President,  M.  W. 
Alexander,  of  St.  Louis;  1st  Vice-President,  James  Vernor,  of  Detroit; 
2d  Vice-President,  Frederick  Wilcox,  of  Waterbury,  Conn.;  3d  Vice-Presi- 
dent, Alvin  A.  Yeager,  of  Knoxville,  Tenn. ;  Treasurer,  S.  A.  D.  Sheppard, 
of  Boston;  Permanent  Secretary,  John  M.  Maisch,  of  Philadelphia.

The  delegates  who  had  been  appointed  to  attend  the  meetings 
of  the  Virginia  and  South  Carolina  Associations  rendered 
excuses  for  their  failures  to  attend,  which  were  accepted. 

The  following  report  of  the  committee  appointed  to  submit 
the  "National  Formulary"  to  the  State  Medical  Society  at  its 
meeting  in  Elizabeth  City  was  read  and  received: 

To  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association  : 

Gentlemen: — At  the  last  meeting  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical 
Association,  held  at  Detroit,  September  5th,  1888,  the  following  resolution 
was  passed  : 

"Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association 
be  requested  to  Fend  notice  to  the  different  State  Pharmaceutical  Associations, 
requesting  them  to  appoint  a  committee  from  their  Association  to  the  annual 
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meeting  of  their  State  Medical  Association,  for  the  purpose  of  submitting  the 
National  Formulary  for  their  consideration  and  adoption,  as  authority  for  all 
officinal  preparations  contained  in  the  same." 

In  pursuance  to  the  above  resolution,  Dr.  William  Cobb  Whitfield,  of 
Sladesville,  and  myself  were  appointed  by  the  President  a  committee  to 
attend  the  meeting  of  the  North  Carolina  Medical  Society  to  be  held  at  Eliza- 
beth City,  N.  C,  April  16th,  17th  and  18th,  1889,  to  present  as  aforesaid  the 
National  Formulary  for  theirconsideration  and  adoption.  It  was  my  pleasure 
to  attend  the  meeting  of  the  Society  in  accordance  with  the  above  request, 
but  regretted  very  much  the  absence  of  my  friend,  Dr.  Whitfield. 

After  my  credentials  were  presented  and  read  the  Society  appointed  Drs. 
J.  A.  Hodges,  J.  M.  Dnnlap  and  T.  .1.  Nicholson  a  committee  to  take  this 
matter  into  consideration.  After  this  committee  had  consulted  Dr.  Thomas 
F.  Wood,  of  Wilmington,  and  myself  in  regard  to  this  work,  I  am  glad  to 
state  that  they  made  the  following  report: 

"This  committee  recommends  the  adoption  of  the  National  Formulary  by 
the  profession  of  our  State,  believing  that  thereby  more  uniformity  will  be 
secured  in  medical  prescriptions — especially  as  regards  the  standard  medicinal 
preparations." 

And  it  is  with  pleasure  that  your  committee  report  that  the  above  resolu- 
tion was  unanimously  adopted.  Your  committee  is  under  spechl  obligations 
to  Dr.  J.  A.  Hodges,  of  Fayetteville,  N.  C,  and  Dr.  Thomas  F.  Wood,  of  Wil- 
mington, N.  C,  for  assistance  in  securing  the  adoption  of  this  work  by  the 
State  Medical  Society.  Respectfully  submitted,

The  Secretary  of  the  North  Carolina  Board  of  Pharmacy 
presented  and  read  the  report  of  that  body  (for  which  see  Appen- 
dix). The  financial  statement  therein  was  referred  to  the 
Auditing  Committee. 

In  the  discussion  following  the  acceptance  of  this  report 
much  complaint  was  voiced  regarding  the  lax  observance  and 
occasional  disregard  of  the  requirements  of  the  Pharmacy  Act- 
in  many  places.  The  Board  was  urged  to  become  more  vigilant, 
active  and  aggressive;  and  thereby  secure  a  stricter  observance 
and  respect  for  the  law. 
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The  Board  admitted  its  cognizance  of  a  number  of  more  or 
less  flagrant  infractions  of  the  law,  and  stated  that  it  had  exer- 
cised due  effort  to  secure  their  correction,  which  were  in  the 
main  successful,  and  where  not  was  due  to  some  pending  prose- 
cution or  hindrance  thereto.  Why  more  legal  procedures  had 
not  been  instituted  against  offenders  was  principally  due  to  an 
unwillingness  of  one  fellow-pharmacist  to  lodge  complaint  or 
appear  as  witness  against  another.  With  die  active  and  material 
assistance  of  the  registered  pharmacists  throughout  the  State. 
the  Board  promised  to  secure  and  maintain  the  strict  and  desira- 
ble compliance  to  the  Pharmacy  Law   that  the  members  urged. 

A  further  discussion  followed  the  statements  and  explanations 
of  the  Board,  in  which  the  members  expressed  themselves  as  be- 
lieving in  the  inexpediency  of  one  pharmacist  becoming  con- 
nected in  a  prosecution  against  another  further  than  informing 
the  Board  of  a  known  offense;  but  a  disbelief  in  a  common 
necessity  of  any  other  connection. 

Increased  activity,  on  the  part  of  the  Board,  toward  a  rigid 
enforcement  of  the  law,  was  insisted  upon;  to  be  accomplished 
by  mild  measures,  if  possible;  by  harsh,  if  necessary.  In  a 
spirit  of  the  former  the  following  recommendatory  resolution 
was  introduced  by  W.  H.  Wearn,  of  Charlotte,  and  unani- 
mously adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  North  Carolina  Board  of  Pharmacy  be  requested  to 
publish,  in  newspapers,  sections  11  and  16  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  followed  by 
the  names  of  all  the  registered  pharmacists  in  the  localities  of  publication, 
stating  that  these  parties  arc  the  only  ones  entitled  to  conduct  a  drug  store  or 
pharmacy  lawfully.  The  notice  to  be  published  in  all  or  such  cities,  towns 
or  villages  as  the  Hoard  may  deem  necessary,  and  at  such  times  as  it  may 
think  proper. 

The  amendment  to  the  Constitution  changing  the  membership 
of  the   Executive  Committee  from  seven  to  five,  which  lay  over 

under  the  laws  from  last  meeting,  was  adopted. 

The  following  note,  regarding  the  Detannating  of  Wine,  was 
received  from  John  M.  Wagner,  of  Wilson,  and  read: 
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I  would  suggest  the  use  of  Detannated  Wine  iu  making  Wine  of  Antimony 
and  medicinal  wines  containing  Iron,  Pepsin,  etc.  An  easy  process  for  pre- 
paring the  Detannated  Wine,  is  as  follows: 

Add  to  one  gallon  wine  three  fluid-ounces  of  hot  (hoiling)  milk,  shake  well 
and  let  stand  twenty-four  hours,  filter,  and  test  with  Tr.  Chloride  Iron.  If 
tannin  be  indicated  repeat  process.  JOHN   M.    WAGNER. 

At  5.30  o'clock  p.  m.  the  Association  adjourned  to  meet  at  9 
A.  M.  the  next  morning. 


TiJIRD    SESSION. 

Durham,  N.  C,  May  22d,  1889. 

The  Association  came  to  older  at  9.30  o'clock  a.  m.,  the  Presi- 
dent in  the  chair. 

The  Executive  Committee  reported  the  following  applicants 
for  membership,  for  whom  the  Secretary  cast  the  ballot  of  the 
Association  by  unanimous  direction :  Sylvester  Biggs,  of  Rock- 
ingham, and  John  E.  Hood,  of  Smithfield. 

William  Simpson,  of  Raleigh,  chairman,  for  Committee  on 
Pharmacopoeia,  reported  progress,  verbally.  And,  in  connection, 
the  question  of  "parts  by  weight"  of  the  present  Pharmacopoeia 
was  brought  up.  After  much  discussion  the  Association  unani- 
mously expressed  its  disfavor  of  the  same,  and  advised  to  the 
return  of  a  definite  weight  and  volume  measurement.

The  following  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  President's 
Address  and  the  Secretary's  Report  was  read,  received  and 
adopted : 
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To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association  : 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  ilie  President's  address,  beg  leave 
to  make  the  following  report: 

We  commend  to  the  careful  consideration  of  the  Association  the  sug- 
gestions of  the  President.  We  heartily  endorse  his  complimentary  allusions 
to  the  younger  members,  and  his  earnest  and  wise  counsel,  especially  addressed 
to  them.  We  hope  his  reference  to  the  rather  neglected  Code  of  Ethics  will 
draw  the  attention  of  every  member  to  it,  and  thereby  establish  more  health- 
ful and  pleasant  relations  between  the  druggists  of  the  State. 

In  regard  to  the  sale  of  narcotic  and  sedative  poisons,  we  would  say  that 
our  Pharmacy  Act  already  covers  the  ground  as  far  as  we  deem  practicable; 
but  should  it  need  amendment,  no  doubt  our  Committee  on  Legislation  will 
take  cognizance  of  the  fact.  We  consider  his  suggestion  in  regard  to  refilling 
prescriptions  containing  narcotic  poison  timely  and  wise,  and  in  accordance 
therewith  we  urge  the  members  of  the  Association  to  have  mutual  under- 
standings with  physicians  in  all  such  cases.  We  regret  to  say  that  we  do  not 
believe  the  state  of  our  treasury  will  admit  of  our  paying  the  expenses  of  a 
delegate  to  the  meeting  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association  at  San 
Francisco. 

The  suggestion  of  the  Secretary,  also  referreil  to  your  committee,  "that 
writers  of  papers  and  addresses  be  granted,  gratis,  five  extra  copies  of  the 
proceedings  containing  their  productions,  and  if  more  are  desired  that  they 
be  supplied,  provided  they  can  be  spared,  at  actual  cost  to  the  Association," 
we  think  should  be  immediately  adopted.

Resolved,  That  the  valuable  gift  be  accepted,  and  that  the  hearty  thanks  of 
this  Association  be  transmitted  to  the  donors,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  pro- 
ceedings containing  this  resolution. 

The  collection  was  delivered  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Pharmacy,  who  was  made  custodian  thereof. 

The  By-Laws  were  amended  by  adoption  of  the  following 
substitute  for  Article  III,  Section  1  : 
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Every  pharmacist  and  druggist  residing  in  the  State,  of  g,ood  moral  stand- 
ing, who  is  registered,  or  is  eligible  t<>  registration  as  a  Registered  Pharmacist, 
under  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  this  State,  of  which  satisfactory  evidence  shall  be 
produced  or  shown  to  the  Executive  Committee,  may  become  a  member  of 
this  Association. 

The  following  communication  from  the  Section  on  Commer- 
cial Interests  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association  was 
read,  and  the  subject-matter  discussed  and  acted  upon.  The 
Association's  answers  follow  the  questions:

2d.  Does  your  Association  approve  of  the  attempt  to  reduce  taxon  alcohol? 
Yes. 

3d.  Dots  your  Association  approve  the  rebate  plan  as  applied  to  proprietary 
articles,  and  does  it  consider  it  of  any  benetit  to  the  retail  dealer?     No. 

4th.  Does  your  Association  deem  it  practicable  to  attempt  some  plan  by 
which  the  legitimate  retail  dealer  may  be  protected  in  his  profits  on  proprie- 
tary goods,  and  will  your  Association  suggest  a  plan  to  this  effect?  Unan- 
swered. 

5th.  Does  your  Association  favor  the  interchange  of  certificates  by  Boards 
of  Pharmacy?  If  so,  will  you  take  steps  to  have  your  Pharmacy  Law 
amended?     Yes. 

6th.  Does  your  Association  favor  a  National  Pharmacy  Law  ?     No. 

Any  suggestions  which  would  come  under  the  head  of  "Commercial  Inter- 
ests," which  your  Association  would  like  this  Association  to  take  action  on,  or 
anything  that  would  tend  to  increase  interest  in  the  Commercial  Section  of 
the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association,  I  shall  be  glad  to  receive.  Await-

The  following  communication  from  the  Trade  Interest  Com- 
mittee of  the  New  Jersey  Pharmaceutical  Association  was  pre- 
sented and  read : 
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MoRRISTOWN,  N.  J.,  April  5th,  1889. 
To  the  Secretary  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association: 

Dear  Sir: — Through  yon  we  desire  to  call  (lie  attention  of  your  Associa- 
tion to  the  action  of  our  Association  at  its  last  annual  meeting  in  reference  to 
the  rebate  plan  of  selling  proprietary  goods.  It  has  been  found  that  under 
the  present  system  cutters  have  obtained  advantages  by  buying  in  large  quan- 
tities and  using  the  advantage  gained  by  offering  such  goods  at  prices  competi- 
tors, wJio  did  not  buy  under  rebate,  could  not  meet.  Our  Association,  at  its 
last  meeting,  passed  the  following  resolution  : 

"  Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Trade  Interests  be  authorized  to 
approach  the  manufacturers  of  rebate  goods  and  request  them  to  decline  orders 
from  retail  dealers  who  retail  at  rebate  prices;  and  also  enter  into  correspond- 
ence with  other  Associations,  requesting  concert  in  action  on  this  subject." 

We  also  called  the  attention  of  the  Association  of  Manufacturers  and  Deal- 
ers in  Proprietary  Articles  to  the  same,  and  by  reference  to  their  proceedings 
for  December,  1888,  it  will  be  seen  th.it  the  matter  received  considerable  at- 
tention ;  that  they  admit  that  retailers  had  good  ground  for  complaint,  and 
the  practice  of  manufacturers  selling  direct  to  such  parties  was  condemned. 
We  quote  some  remarks  extracted  from  the  discussion: 

Mr.  Van  Beil  : — The  retailers  say  they  take  no  interest  in  our  proprietary 
goods,  as  the  cutter  sells  them  at  a  price  with  which  they  cannot  compete.  I 
have  druggists  tell  me  that  they  did  not  attempt  to  sell  proprietary  articles 
and  were  compelled,  in  self-defense,  to  substitute  their  own  preparations.  In 
Camden,  New  Jersey,  alone,  in  one  newspaper,  under  the  head  of  proprietary 
.articles,  I  have  seen  seven  advertisements  by  retail  dealers  offering  proprie- 
tary medicines  at  prices  two-thirds  below  the  regular  retail  prices.  I  think 
proprietors  who  are  selling  these  cutters,  thinking  it  will  serve  their  interest 
best,  are  making  a  mistake. 

Dr.  Humphries:— This  is  the  first  time,  if  my  memory  serves  me  right, 
that  we  have  ever  had  a  communication  from  a  Pharmaceutical  Association. 
It  marks  progress.  It  is  a  thing  that  very  many  of  us  never  expected  to  see. 
And  whenever  a  Pharmaceutical  Association  offers  to  us,  as  proprietors,  a 
suggestion  as  to  the  manner  of  dealing  in  our  goods,  even  though  it  be  for 
their  benefit,  I  think  it  should  receive  the  most  profound  attention  from  us.  I 
think  the  utmost  consideration  should  be  given  to  this  communication,  and 
that  we  should,  as  far  as  possible,  meet  it  on  the  ground  and  in  the  spirit  in 
which  it  has  been  sent  to  us. 

Mr.  BlGELOW: — I  would  call  your  attention  especially  to  a  class  of  cut- 
ters— advertising  cutters — who  buy  in  large  quantities,  get  advantage  of  largest 
discounts,  and  sell  at  cost  or  below  Cost,  simply  for  the  purpose  of  drawing 
custom  and  advertising  other  lines  of  goods  they  may  carry,  to  the  great  detri- 
ment of  legitimate  buyers,  who  purchase  in  the  usual  quantities  required  by 
the  retail  trader.  The  company  I  represent  has  always  refused  to  deal 
with  these  parties,  and  will  continue  to  do  so  simply  as  a  matter  of  right  and 
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justice  to  that  class  of  dealers  who  introduce  our  goods  to  the  consumer  and 
whose  co-operation  and  good-will  we  desire  to  appreciate. 
Tlie  Proprietors'  Association  adopted  the  following  resolution: 
"Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  meeting  that,  as  a  matter  of  simple 
justice  to  the  retail  trade,  proprietors  should  decline  all  orders  for  quantity 
lots  from  persistent  advertising  cutters,  whose  policy  is  to  use  the  extra  dis- 
count, not  for  profit,  hut  as  a  means  of  advertising  their  retail  trade,  selling  at 
cost  or  less,  to  the  annoyance  and  injury  of  legitimate  druggists,  who  purchase 
in  the  usual  quantities  required  by  retailers.

At  the  request  of  the  New  Jersey  Association  we  would  ask  your  Associa- 
tion to  pass  a  suitable  resolution  in  tenor  of  our  own. 

Such  action,  we  believe,  with  steps  now  being  taken,  will  be  at  least  an 
entering  wedge  in  a  system  which  shall  relieve  the  trade  from  a  large  amount 
of  annoyance  and  loss  in  this  branch  of  the  trade. 

We  shall  he  pleased  to  hear  what  action  your  Association  may  take.

After  discussion  the  following  was  unanimously  at \ opted : 

Resolved,  That  this  Association  requests  the  Manufacturers  and  Proprietors 
in  the  Rebate  system  to  establish  a  plan  whereby  the  sale  of  goods  in  such 
quantities  as  secure  the  advantage  of  the  rebate  be  not  allowed  to  retailers 
who  advertise  and  sell  the  same  at  less  than  established  prices. 

The  place  and  time  of  next  meeting  being  under  considera- 
tion, invitations  were  received  from  Morehead  City,  Wilson, 
Reidsville  and  Tarboro.  Morehead  City  was  chosen  as  the 
place,  and  the  time,  the  second  Tuesday  in  July,  1890;  or  as 
near  thereto  as  possible.  The  Secretary  to  definitely  set  and 
arrange  date  so  as  not  to  conflict  with  any  other  body  that  may 
meet  at  the  same  place.

W.  Hancock,  New  Berne;  E.  M.  Nadal,  Wilson;  W.  H. 
Wearn,  Charlotte,  and  L.  Richardson,  Selma. 

By  request  of  the  President,  H.  R.  Chears,  of  Reidsville,  and 
H.  L.  Fentress,  of  Wilmington,  escorted  the  newly  elected  offi- 
cers to  their  positions.  The  retiring  President  thanked  the 
Association  for  the  consideration  it  had  shown  him  and  bespoke 
a  continuance  to  his  successor,  whom  he  introduced.  The  Presi- 
dent-elect expressed  his  thanks  for  the  honor  bestowed  upon  him 
and  promised  fidelity  to  his  position. 

The  remaining  officers  were  introduced,  and  they  also  severally 
expressed  their  obligations. 

The  President  announced  the  committees  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  followiug  resolution  was  introduced  and  unanimously 
passed  : 

Resolved,  That  tlie  thanks  of  this  Association  be  and  are  hereby  expressed 
to  the  several  railroad  companies  for  the  granting  of  reduced  fares  to  this 
meeting;  to  the  hotels  of  Durham  for  reduced  rates;  to  the  Durham  press  for 
its  manifested  interest  in  the  proceedings,  and  to  the  druggists  and  other  citi- 
zens of  Durham  for  their  cordial  hospitality.  Also  to  the  St.  Cecilia  Society, 
of  Durham,  for  the  enjoyable  complimentary  musical  and  elocutionary  per- 
formance presented  in  Stokes'  Hall— especially  to  Miss  Lessie  M.  Southgate— 
its  talented  directress. 

No  further  business  being  brought  before  it,  the  Assneiation, 
on  motion,  adjourned  to  meet  at  time  and  place  as  above  agreed 
upon.

THE  CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS, 

AS  REVISED  AUGUST  8th  and  9th,  1888. 
CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE    I. — NAME. 

This  Association  shall  be  called  the  Norlh  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Asso- 
ciation. 

ARTICLE   II. — OBJECT. 

The  aim  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  unite  the  reputable  pharmacists  and 
druggists  of  this  State  for  mutual  assistance,  encouragement  and  improvement, 
and  to  advance  the  science  and  art  of  pharmacy,  and  thereby  restrict  the  dis- 
pensing and  sale  of  medicine  to  properly  qualified  pharmacists  and  druggists. 

ARTICLE  III. — OFFICERS. 
The  Association  shall  have  the  following  officers:  A  President,  three  Vice- 
Presidents,  a  Secretary,  a  Local  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer.  Also  an  Execu- 
tive Committee,  consisting  of  five  members,  of  which  the  Secretary  shall  be 
one  ex  officio,  all  of  whom  shall  be  elected  annually  by  ballot,  and  shall  hold 
office  until  an  election  of  successors. 

ARTICLE    IV. — LIFE    MEMBERSHIP. 

Any  member  who  shall  pay  the  Treasurer  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  at 
one  time  shall  become  a  life  member  and  shall  be  exempt  from  all  future  an- 
nual dues. 

ARTICLE   V. — AMENDING   CONSTITUTION. 

Every  proposition  to  alter  or  amend  this  Constitution  shall  be  submitted  in 
writing  and  received  at  an  annual  meeting,  and  may  be  voted  for  at  the  next 
annual  meeting,  when,  upon  receiving  a  vote  of  three  fourths  of  the  members 
present,  it  shall  become  a  part  of  the  Constitution. 

The  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the 
members  present  taken  thereon. 
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BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE   I. DUTIES    OF   OFFICERS. 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings,  and  administer  the 
rules  of  order  usual  in  deliberative  assemblies.  He  shall  nominate  all  special 
committees,  except  a  majority  of  the  members  present  resort  to  balloting  or 
other  means.  He  shall  sign  the  certificates  of  membership  and  countersign 
all  orders  upon  the  Treasurer.  He  shall  present  at  each  annual  meeting  a  re- 
port of  the  operations  of  the  Association  during  the  year,  and  suggest  such 
subjects  for  its  benefit  as  he  may  deem  worthy  of  notice. 

Section  2.  The  Vice-Presidents  shall  in  case  of  temporary  absence  or  ina- 
bility of  the  President  to  serve,  perform  his  duties  in  the  order  of  their  names. 

Section  3.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  fair  and  correct  record  of  all  the 
proceedings  of  the  Association.  He  shall  keep  on  file  all  papers  and  reports 
read.  He  shall  be  charged  with  all  correspondence,  and  with  the  editing, 
publishing  and  distributing  the  Proceedings  of  the  Association,  under  the  di- 
rections of  the  Executive  Committee.  He  shall  notify  all  members  four 
weeks  in  advance  of  each  annual  meeting,  and  at  each  annual  meeting  render 
a  report  of  the  duties  performed  by  him  since  the  last  annual  meeting.  He 
shall  furnish  the  Chairman  of  every  Special  Committee  with  a  list  of  its  mem- 
bers.    He  shall  be  ex  officio  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  4.  The  Local  Secretary  shall  act  under  instructions  from  the  Sec- 
retary. 

Section  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  and  have  charge  of  all  funds  of  the 
Association.  He  shall  give  bond  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  duties.  The  bond  must  be  acceptable  to  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  and  placed  in  the  custody  of  the  President,  who  shall  de- 
liver it  to  his  successor.  He  shall  hold  and  issue  the  certificates  of  member- 
ship. He  shall  report  to  the  Executive  Committee,  previous  to  each  annual 
meeting,  the  names  of  those  members  who  have  failed  to  pay  their  dues  for 
two  successive  years.  He  shall  keep  a  list  of  the  names,  residences  and  date 
of  entrance  of  each  member,  and  furnish  a  list  of  the  same  at  the  close  of 
each  annual  meeting  to  the  Secretary  for  publication.  Me  shall  preserve  all 
applications  for  membership.  He  shall  pay  all  bills  when  countersigned  by 
the  President,  and  at  each  annual  meeting  render  an  itemize  I  statement  of  his 

account. 

ARTICLE   II. — OF   COMMITTEES. 

SECTION  L  There  shall  he  three  standing  committees:  An  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  five  members,  a  Committee  on  Papers  ami  Queries  and  a  Committee 
on  Trade  Interests;  each  to  consist  of  three  members,  and  to  be  annually 
elected  or  appointed,  according  to  the  will  of  the  Association. 

SECTION  2.  The  Executive  Committee,  of  which  the  Secretary  is  an  ex  officio 
member'  shall  have  charge  of  the  revision  of  the   Roll,  the   investigation   of 
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applicants  for  membership,  and  the  publication  of  the  Proceedings.  They 
shall  report  at  each  annual  meeting  the  names  of  such  members  who  have 
refused  to  pay  their  annual  dues  for  two  successive  years.  They  shall  present 
appropriate  notices  of  deceased  members.  At  least  one  copy  of  the  Annual 
Report  of  Proceedings,  as  published  by  the  Executive  Committee,  shall  be 
furnished  each  member. 

Section  3.  The  Committee  on  Trade  Interests  shall  consider  all  matters  of 
a  trade  or  commercial  nature  referred  to  them,  and  render  a  report  thereon  at 
such  time  as  may  be  directed.  They  may  make  annual  reports  and  suggest 
remedies  of  such  trade  or  commercial  irregularities  as  they  may  deem  worthy 
thereof. 

Section  4.  The  Committee  on  Papers  and  Queries  shall  receive  all  papers 
or  essays  for  the  Association,  and  designate  which  of  them  shall  be  read  at 
length  and  which  by  title.  They  shall,  in  connection  with  the  Secretary,  ar- 
range the  time  which  may  be  most  appropriate  and  convenient  for  presenting 
them.  They  shall  annually  report  a  proper  number  of  questions  of  scientific 
and  practical  interest,  the  answers  to  which  may  advance  the  interest  of  phar- 
macy ;  and  shall  procure  the  acceptance  of  as  many  such  questions  for  investi- 
gation and  reply  as  may  be  practicable ;  and  in  other  ways  induce  the  presen- 
tation of  papers  and  essays. 

ARTICLE    III. — OF    MEMBERSHIP. 

Section  1.  Every  pharmacist  and  druggist  residing  in  the  State,  of  good 
moral  standing,  who  is  registered  or  is  eligible  to  registration  as  a  Registered 
Pharmacist  under  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  this  State,  of  which  satisfactory  evi- 
dence shall  be  produced  or  shown  to  the  Executive  Committee,  may  become  a 
member  of  this  Association. 

Section  2.  Any  person  eligible  to  membership  may  apply  in  writing,  with 
the  indorsement  of  two  members  in  good  standing,  to  any  member  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee,  who  shall  report  his  application  to  said  committee;  if, 
after  investigating  his  claims,  they  shall  approve  his  election,  they  shall,  at  the 
earliest  time  possible,  report  his  name  to  the  Association,  and  he  may  be 
elected  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  on  ballot. 

Section  3.  No  person  shall  be  considered  a  member  of  this  Association 
until  he  lias  signed  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  and  paid  into  the  treasury 
the  sum  of  three  dollars  as  an  initiation  fee;  also  the  annual  contribution  for 
the  current  year.  All  persons  who  become  members  shall  be  considered  per- 
manent members,  but  may  be  expelled  for  improper  conduct  by  a  vote  of  three- 
fourths  of  the  members  present  at  any  annual  meeting. 

Section  4.  Every  member  shall  pay  in  advance  into  the  hands  of  the  Treas- 
urer the  sum  of  two  dollars  as  his  yearly  contribution.  Any  one  in  arrears  at 
any  annual  meeting  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote,  and  any  one  neglecting  to 
pay  his  annual  dues  for  two  successive  years  shall  be  liable  to  lose  his  mem- 
bership. Members  complying  with  the  preceding  section  of  this  article  are 
entitled  to  certificates  of  membership,  signed  bv  the  President,  a  Vice  Presi- 
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dent,  the  Secretary,  and  Treasurer.  Ex-members,  who  are  so  from  omissions 
to  pay  their  dues,  desiring  to  reunite  with  the  Association,  may  do  so  by 
applying  in  writing  to  the  Treasurer  and  paying  into  the  funds  of  the  Asso- 
ciation the  sum  of  two  years'  dues  when  they  were  members  and  the  dues  for 
ihe  current  year;  whereupon  their  names  shall  be  replaced  upon  the  roll. 

Section  5.  Resignations  shall  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Secretary,  but  no 
resignation  shall  be  accepted  from  any  one  who  is  in  arrears  to  the  Treasurer. 
All  resignations  shall  be  acknowledged  by  the  Secretary  and  reported  at  the 
next  annual  meeting. 

Section  6.  Pharmacists,  chemists,  and  other  scientific  men  who  may  be 
deemed  worthy  of  the  distinction,  may  be  elected  honorary  members.  They 
shall  not  be  required  to  contribute  to  the  funds,  nor  shall  they  he  eligible  to 
office,  or  to  vote  upon  any  question. 

ARTICLE   IV.— OF    MEETINGS. 

Section  1.  The  meetings  shall  be  held  annually,  or  from  time  to  time,  as 
the  Association  may  determine,  provided  that  in  case  of  failure  of  this  from 
any  cause  the  duty  of  calling  the  Association  together  shall  devolve  upon  the 
President,  or  on  the  Vice-Presidents,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Executive  Committee. 

Section  2.  At  the  opening  of  each  annual  meeting,  in  the  absence  of  the 
President,  or  Vice-Presidents,  one  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  take  the 
chair.  In  absence  of  all,  a  President  pro  tempore  shall  be  elected  by  the  mem- 
bers present.  In  the  absence  of  the  Secretary,  the  presiding  officer  shall 
appoint  a  Secretary  pro  tempore. 

Section  3.   Fifteen  members  constitute  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE   V.— OF    DELEGATES. 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  annually  appoint  five  delegates  to  the  Ameri- 
can Pharmaceutical  Association,  and  three  to  the  Virginia  Pharmaceutical 
Association,  and  three  to  the  South  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association;  the 
delegates  shall  present  their  report  to  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Associa- 
tion.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY. 


Raleigh,  N.  C,  May  1st,  1889. 
To  His  Excellency,  Daniel  G.  Fowle,  Governor: 

Sir: — Id  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Pharmacy 
Act,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  your  Excellency,  and  to  the 
North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association,  a  report  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  North  Carolina  Board  of  Pharmacy  for  the  year 
ending  May  1st,  1889. 

The  nineteenth  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  in  the  city  of 
Goldsboro  on  Wednesday  and  Thursday,  August  8th  and  9th, 
1888.  The  Board  met  in  the  Arlington  House  and  was  called 
to  order  by  its  President,  Mr.  Nadal.  On  roll-call  the  follow- 
ing members  were  found  to  be  present,  viz.:  Messrs.  Nadal, 
Home,  Hancock  and  Simpson.

A  communication  was  received  from  the  Virginia  Board  of 
Pharmacy  advocating  the  recognition  of  the  licentiates  of  the 
several  State  Boards  of  Pharmacy,  each  by  the  other,  and  pro- 
posing a  convention  of  the  representatives  of  the  several  Boards 
to  arrange  the  details,  in  the  event  that  a  sufficient  number  of 
them  approved  of  the  measure. 

After  proper  consideration  of  the  matter,  I  was  instructed  by 
our  Board  to  transmit  to  the  Virginia  Board  of  Pharmacy  its 
acquiescence  in  and  approval  of  inter-State  recognition  of  the 
licentiates  of  the  several  State  Boards  of  Pharmacy. 

In  reply  to  my  letter  communicating  the  action  of  our  Board, 
I  was  informed  by  Mr.  Beckwith,  Secretary  of  the  Virginia 
Board  of  Pharmacy,  that  favorable  replies  had  been  received 
from  the  Boards  of  twenty-one  States.  This  would  seem  to 
indicate  a  desire  on  the  part  of  the  several  States  to  recognize 
the  licentiates  of  the  others.  The  only  remaining  and  most  diffi- 
cult object  to  accomplish  is  the  adopting  of  some  standard  of  ex- 
amination, on  which  all  can  agree.  The  object  in  view  is  a 
laudable  one,  and  will  be  of  much  benefit  to  the  pharmacists  of 
the  States.

PHARMACY  ACT. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact  : 

Section  1.  That  E.  M.  Nadal,  S.  J.  Hinsdale,  William  Simpson,  E.  H.  Mead- 
ows, T.  C.  Smith,  Johu  S.  Pescud,  and  such  other  persons  as  may  be  associated 
with  them  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  made  a 
body  corporate  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical 
Association,  and  by  said  name  shall  have  the  right  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  to  purchase  and  hold  real  estate  and  grant  the  same,  to  have 
and  to  use  a  commou  seal,  and  to  do  such  other  things  and  perform  such  other 
acts  as  appertain  to  bodies  corporate  and  politic,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Con- 
stitution and  Laws  of  the  State. 

Sec.  3.  The  object  of  said  Association  is  to  unite  the  pharmacists  and  drug- 
gists of  this  State  for  mutual  aid,  encouragement  and  improvement,  to  encourage 
scientific  research,  develop  pharmaceutical   talent,  to  elevate  the  standard  of 
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professional  thought,  and  ultimately  restrict  the  practice  of  pharmacy  to  property 
qualified  druggists  and  apothecaries. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  except  as 
hereinafter  provided,  for  any  person,  uuless  a  registered  pharmaceutist,  within  the 
meaning  of  this  act,  to  open  or  conduct  any  pharmacy  or  store  for  retailing,  dis- 
pensing or  compounding  medicines  or  poisons,  or  for  any  one  not  a  registered 
pharmaceutist  to  prepare  a  physician's  prescription  except  under  the  supervision 
of  a  registered  pharmaceutist,  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina:  Provided,  That 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  preveut  the  sale  of  pateut  or  proprietary  medi- 
cines, quinine,  epsom  salts,  castor  oil,  essence  of  peppermint,  paregoric,  or  lauda- 
num in  original  packages,  calomel,  camphor  or  sweet  oil. 

Sec.  4.  Any  person,  in  order  to  be  registered,  shall  he  a  graduate  of  some  col- 
lege in  pharmacy,  recognized  by  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association  ; 
or  shall,  at  the  passage  of  this  act,  have  had  three  years'  practical  experience  in 
the  preparation  of  physiciaus'  prescriptions,  and  in  compounding  and  vending 
medicines  and  poisons,  or  shall  be  a  licentiate  of  pharmacy  of  the  Board  of 
Pharmacy  of  North  Carolina,  or  one  who  is  or  has  been  a  regular  practicing  phy- 
sician, as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  5.  Pharmaceutists  claiming  the  right  of  registration  under  this  act,  on 
account  of  practical  experience,  shall,  within  ninety  days  after  its  passage,  show 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  to  be  created  by  this  act  tbat  they 
have  had  three  (3)  years'  practical  experience  in  the  preparation  of  physicians' 
prescriptions,  and  in  compounding  and  vending  medicines  and  poisons  :  Provided, 
Nothing  in  this  sectiou  shall  apply  to  any  person  or  persons  in  business  on  their 
own  account  upon  the  passage  of  this  act,  nor  to  those  who  are,  have  been,  or 
may  hereafter  be  regular  practicing  physiciaus.  Licentiates  in  pharmacy  must 
have  had  three  years'  experience  in  stores  where  prescriptions  of  medical  practi- 
tioners have  been  prepared,  and  shall  Lave  passed  an  examination  before  the 
Board  of  Pharmacy  of  this  State.  The  Board  of  Pharmacy  may  register,  without 
further  examination,  the  licentiates  of  such  other  Boards  of  Pharmacy  as  they 
may  deem  proper. 

Sec.  6.  This  Association  shall  elect  ten  of  its  members — from  whom  the  Gov- 
ernor selects  five— who  shall  compose  the  Board  of  Pharmacy.  The  Board  is 
empowered  to  transact  all  busiuess  relating  to  the  legal  practice  of  pharmacy  ;  to 
examine  into  ami  adjudicate  upon  all  cases  of  abuse,  fraud,  adulteration,  substi- 
tution or  malpractice,  and  to  enforce  all  the  provisions  of  the  law,  and  to  render 
an  annual  account  to  the  proper  State  authorities  and  to  the  Association.  Any 
one  examined  by  the  Board  shall  pay  a  fee  of  five  dollars.  In  case  of  failure  to 
paf>8  a  satisfactory  examination  he  shall  be  granted  a  second  examination,  with- 
out the  payment  of  a  further  fee.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  members  of  the 
Board,  after  receipt  of  notification  of  their  appointment,  to  appear  before  the 
clerk  of  the  county  in  which  they  individually  reside,  and  make  and  subscribe  to 
an  oath  properly  and  faithfully  to  discharge  the  duties  of  their  office;  and  within 
thirty  days  thereafter  meet  and  organize  by  the  election  of  a  President  and  Sec- 
retary of  said  Board.  The  Secretary  shall  be  elected  to  serve  lor  a  term  of  five 
years;  and  the  term  of  office  of  tin-  other  members  shall  be  determined  by  lot. 
Vacancies  in  the  Hoard  shall  be  filled  as  required  in  section  12.  The  Board  shall 
hold  meetings  at  least  once  annually  or  oftener,  as  the  busiuess  of  the  Hoard  may 
require.  The  Secretary  shall  give  each  member  of  the  Board  not  less  than  ten 
days'  notice  of  each  meeting.     Three  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum.      It 
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shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  to  examine  all  persons  applying  for  examination 
in  proper  form,  and  to  register  such  as  shall  establish  their  rights  to  registration 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  to  keep 
a  book  of  registration  at  some  convenient  place,  of  which  due  notice  shall  be 
given  through  the  public  press,  in  which  shall  be  entered,  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Board,  the  names  and  places  of  business  of  all  persons  coming  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  and  a  statement  to  be  signed  by  the  person  making  the 
application  of  such  facts  in  the  case  as  he  may  claim  to  justify  his  application. 
The  fee  for  registration  of  proprietors  shall  not  exceed  two  dollars,  and  for  those 
in  the  employ  of  others  shall  not  exceed  one  dollar.  The  Secretary  shall  give 
receipts  for  all  moneys  received  by  him,  which  moneys  shall  be  used  for  the  pur- 
pose of  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  ;  and  any  surplus  shall 
be  for  the  benefit  of  said  Association.  The  Salary  of  the  Secretary  shall  be  fixed 
by  this  Board,  and  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  fees  for  examination  and  registration. 
Each  member  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  shall  receive  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for 
every  day  engaged  in  the  service  of  the  Board.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board 
to  investigate  all  complaints  of  disregard,  non-compliance,  or  violation  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  and  to  bring  the  same  to  the  notice  of  the  proper  prose- 
cuting officer,  whenever  there  appears  to  the  Board  reasonable  grounds  of  com- 
plaint. The  Board  is  hereby  empowered  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations  as 
it  shall  find  necessary  for  carrying  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  law,  not  in- 
consistent with  the  purpose  and  spirit  of  the  same. 

Sec.  8.  Every  person,  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall  be  held 
responsible  for  the  quality  of  all  drugs,  chemicals  and  medicines  he  may  sell  or 
dispense,  with  the  exception  of  those  sold  in  the  original  packages  of  the  manu- 
facturers, and  also  those  known  as  "patent  medicines";  and  should  he  inten- 
tionally adulterate,  or  cause  to  be  adulterated,  or  expose  to  sale,  knowing  the 
same  to  be  adulterated,  such  drugs,  chemicals  or  medical  preparations,  he  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  be  liable  to  a 
penalty  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  and  in  addition  thereto  his  name 
shall  be  stricken  from  the  register.  Every  registered  pharmacist  who  desires  to 
continue  the  practice  of  his  profession  shall  annually  thereafter,  within  thirty 
days  next  preceding  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy,  pay  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  said  Board  a  registration  fee  of  one  dollar,  for  which  he  shall 
receive  a  renewal  of  said  certificate  of  registration.  Any  registered  pharmacist 
failing  to  renew  his  registration  as  required  by  this  section,  and  continuing  in  the 
exercise  of  his  profession,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

Sec.  9.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  auy  person,  under  a  penalty  of  $25  for  each  and 
every  offense,  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  except  as  provided  herein, 
to  retail  any  poison  enumerated  in  Schedules  A  and  B,  as  follows,  to-wit: 

Schedule  A. 
Arsenic  and  its  preparations,  corrosive  sublimate,  white  precipitate,  red  pre- 
cipitate, bin-iodide  of  mercury,  cyanide  of  potassium,  hydrocyanic  acid,  strych- 
nine, and  essential  oil  of  bitter  almonds. 

Schedule  B. 

Aconite,  belladonna,  colchicum,  conium,  nux  vomica,  henbane,  saviu,  ergot, 

cotton  root,  cantharides,  creosote,  digitalis  and  their  pharmaceutical  preparations,

eroton  oil,  chloroform,  chloral  hydrate,  sulphate  of  zinc,  carbolic  acid,  oxalic 
acid,  opium  aud  its  preparations,  except  paregoric  and  other  preparations  of 
opium  containing  less  than  two  grains  to  the  ounce,  and  other  deadly  poisons, 
without  distinctly  labeling  tbe  bottle,  box,  vessel  or  paper  in  which  said  poison 
is  contained,  witb  the  name  of  the  article,  the  word  "Poison,"  and  a  vignette 
representing  a  skull  and  cross-boues,  and  the  name  and  place  of  business  of  the 
seller ;  nor  shall  it  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  ^ell  or  deliver  any  poison  enumer- 
ated in  said  Schedules  A  and  B,  unless  upon  due  inquiry  it  is  found  that  the 
purchaser  is  aware  of  its  poisonous  nature,  and  represents  that  it  is  to  be  used  for 
a  legitimate  purpose;  nor  shall  it  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  sell  any  poison 
included  in  Schedule  A  without,  before  delivering  the  same  to  the  purchaser, 
causing  an  entry  to  be  made  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  stating  the  date  of 
the  sale,  the  name  and  address  of  the  purchaser,  the  name  and  quantity  of  the 
poison  sold,  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  represented  by  the  purchaser  to  be 
required,  and  the  name  of  the  dispeuser — such  book  to  be  always  open  to  proper 
authorities  for  inspection.  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  the 
dispensing  of  poisons  in  usual  doses,  and  by  physicians'  prescriptions. 

Sec.  10.  Nothing  contained  in  the  foregoing  section  shall  apply  to  or  interfere 
with  the  business  of  any  practitioner  of  medicine  who  does  uot  keep  open  shop 
for  retailiug  of  medicines  aud  poisons ;  nor  with  the  business  of  wholesale  deal- 
ers, excepting  section  9,  and  the  penalties  of  its  violation. 

Sec.  11.  Any  person  who  shall  permit,  by  willful  neglect,  the  compounding  and 
dispensing  of  prescriptions  in  his  store  or  place  of  business,  by  any  person  or 
persons  not  registered,  except  under  the  supervision  of  a  registered  pharmaceu- 
tist, or  any  person  not  registered  who  shall  keep  open  shop  for  the  retailing  or 
dispensing  of  medicines  or  poisons,  or  who  shall  fraudulently  represent  himself 
to  be  registered,  or  any  registered  pharmacist,  or  any  dealer  in  medicines,  who 
shall  fail  to  comply  with  the  regulations  and  provisions  of  this  act,  in  relation  to 
retailiug  and  dispensing  of  poisons,  shall,  for  every  such  offense,  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not 
exceeding  twenty-five  dollars. 

Sec.  12.  Immediately  on  passage  of  this  act  the  Governor  shall  appoint  five 
reputable  and  practicing  pharmacists  doing  business  withiu  the  State,  from  ten  of 
said  pharmacists  recommended  to  him  by  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical 
Association ;  said  pharmacists  so  appointed  shall  constitute  the  Board  of  Phar- 
macy of  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  and  shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  one, 
two,  three,  four  or  live  years  respectively,  as  herein  provided,  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors have  been  duly  appointed  and  qualified.  The  North  Carolina  Pharmaceu- 
tical Association  shall  annually  thereafter  recommend  five  pharmacists  from 
whom  the  Governor  shall  till  the  vacancy  annually  occurring  in  said  Board.  In 
case  of  death,  resignation  or  removal  from  the  State  of  any  member  of  the  said 
Board,  the  Governor  shall  appoint  in  his  place  a  pharmacist  from  the  names  last 
submitted  to  him,  to  serve  as  a  member  for  the  remainder  of  the  term. 

Sec.  13.  The  penalties  prescribed  by  this  act  shall  be  recovered  by  suits  in  the 
name  "f  the  people  of  this  State,  according  to  the  statutes  in  such  cases  provided, 
to  be  prosecuted  by  the  proper  officers  of  the  counties  respectively  where  the 
violations  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  may  be  committed. 

Sec.  14.  Any  pharmacist  failing  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  sections  5 
ami  8  within  ninety  days  from  aud  after  the  passage  of  this  act  shall  forfeit  his 
right  to  registration,  and  shall  appear  before  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  for  exami- 
nation, us  provided  in  section  5  of  this  act. 
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Sec.  15.  All  acts  or  portions  of  acts  conflicting  with  the  provisions  of  this  act 
are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriffs  of  the  counties  to  see  that  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  are  enforced. 

Sec.  17.  This  act  may  for  all  purposes  be  quoted  under  the  title  of  the  "Phar- 
macy Act  of  1881."
